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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because a black line appears through each 
drawing. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Deckers 
et al. (A). 

Applicant claims an angiogenesis inhibiting and anti-aging preparation, which 
prevents aging, characterized by comprising one or a plurality of crude drugs selected 
from the group consisting of extracts of da zao (Zizyphus jujuba Miller var. inermis 
Rehder), ginseng (Panax ginseng C. A. Meyer), roman chamomile (Anthemis nobilis 
Linne), chlorella {Chlorella vulgaris Chick), celery (Apium graveolens Linne), parsley or 
(Petroselinum sativum Hoffman), coicis semen (Co/x lacryma-jobi Linne var. ma-yuen 
Stapf) and silk {bombyx mori). 

Deckers teaches a composition containing anti-aging and anti-wrinkle actives 
(See column 20, lines 9-12) and angiogenesis blocking agents (See column 21, lines 
19) comprising of ginseng extract (See column 23, line 6). 

Therefore, the reference anticipates the claimed subject matter. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tominaga (B). 

Tominaga teaches an anti-aging preparation for cutaneous application which 
prevents wrinkles (See abstract) comprising of ginseng extract and coicis semen extract 
(Co/x lacryma-jobi, See column 6, lines 55-56 and 59-61), which is synonymous with 
Co/x lacryma-jobi Linne var ma-yuen Stapf. 
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Therefore, the reference anticipates the claimed subject matter. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Alalufetal. (C). 

Applicant claims a method for inhibiting aging, comprising administering an anti- 
aging preparation, which prevents aging, characterized by comprising one or a plurality 
of crude drugs selected from the group consisting of extracts of da zao (Zizyphus jujuba 
Miller van inermis Rehder), ginseng (Panax ginseng C. A. Meyer), roman chamomile 
(Anthemis nobilis Linne), chlorella (Chlorella vulgaris Chick), celery {Apium graveolens 
Linne), parsley or (Petroselinum sativum Hoffman), coicis semen (Co/x lacryma-jobi 
Linne van ma-yuen Stapf) and silk {bombyx mori). 

Alauf teaches a cosmetic method for treating/preventing aged, wrinkled (or 
wrinkling) or photodamaged skin (See abstract, column 2, lines 9-17 and Claim 1), 
comprising of parsley seed oil and celery seed oil (See column 3, lines 4-8). 

Therefore, the reference anticipates the claimed subject matter.
